THE FIRE RECORD. 


THE MERCHANTS’ BUILDING. 

The alarm of fire at 7:80 o'clock last night 
from Box 21 was caused by the discovery of 
a biaze in the Merchants’ Building, a five-} 
story and basement stone front structure on 
the northwest corner of Washington and 
La Salle streets. The (discovery of the fire 
wus not speedily followed by the appearing 
of the department, because of the ignorance 
of the person who first attempted to turn in 
the alarm, and who after turning the handle 
of the door of the-signabox and hearing the 
gong attached thereto sound, thought that 
he had fulfilled his ‘errand, and stood 
around waiting for the engines to arrive. 
The fire thereby gained ‘considerable head- 
way from the engine-room where it origin- 
ated, and a vast stream of smoke was soon 
seen rushing up the elevator shaft and stair- 
ways, completely filling the buliding. After 
the alarm had been properly given and the 
Insurance Patrol and thé engines of the Fire 
Department had reached the place, much 


difficulty was experienced in locating the 
source of the blaze. The janitor of the 


building could not be found, and the en- 


gineer had not returned from his supper. 
At last the engine-room in the sub- 
basement and /neak the northwest 
corner thereof was -.astertained to be 
the seat of war. The tire had’spread under the 
tioor of the basement story and would have, 
speedily assumed gigantiq shape had not the. 
men worked like heroes. 6 floor was chopped 
through in many places, and streams of water 
poured in ali directions trough the apertures, 
andafull half hour was consumed in extin- 
wuisbing the blaze, and then it was ascertained 
that the real damage was tInsignificant com- 
parod with what it was su to be.

Each of these occurrences merely constignutad | 
a temporary scarcity of the instruments of ex- 
change, which bad been substituted for true 
money under the Legal-Tender act. This act 
continues to work as much mischief after the 
United States votes have been made nominally 
redeemable in coin as it did before; and it will 
continue to do so until the legal-tender runctio 
of United States notes is disallowed by the 
Supreme Court or repealed by Congress, 


This is one of the stereotyped assertions of 


a class of Amęriean political economists the : 


truth of which is negatived by all experience, | 
and finds no support cpm the writers of any | 
other country, 

The United States Constitu tion was adopted 
at atime when commerce was comparatively | 
limited foreign commerce as we now under- | 
standit was confined to but few nations. | 
Even banking business was carried on on a

does not exist in other nations, and is in force 


only in the United. States. During the exi- 


gencies of a gigantic civil war, when almost 
any expedient necessary to preserve. the life 
of the Nation was allowable, Congress di- 
rected the issue of .$400,000,000 of United 


States notes, and declared them a legal-tend- 


er. Their issue was pronounced legal by 
the Court because of the overruling neces- 
sity which demanded it. It is conceded that in 
time of peace, no such measure would have 
been permissible, but the original issue hay- 
ing been authorized, it has been continued 
until the present time, Congress not having 
repealed the legislation of 1863. To that ex- 
tent, to the extent of this war act, the United 
States is placed upon an equality with all 
other Governments in the matter of making 
paper a legal-tender substitute for money. 

The precedents for the use of legal tender 
paper are to be found in the history of ali 
nations during the present century. In this 
particular England has conspicuously taken 
the lead. _ Declaring her monetary system to 
rest on “A metallic currency, with gold 
as the basis, she legalizes the notes 
of the Bank of England as 4 debt-paying cur- 
rency to the amount of $70,000,000, sedured by 
National bonds, and to an intlefinit amount 
of additional notes equivalent in amount te 
the gold and silver coin and bullion she may 
have in her vaults. 

That Government, however, confers on the 
bank the power, with the consent of the 
Ministry, to authorize‘ the bank to suspend 
specie payments when pressed for reaemp+ 
tion of her notes, and to issue additional 
bank-notes at discretion, all these notes being 
legal-tender in payment of all debts, publi¢ 
and private. 

That is the policy which England hag 
adopted to prevent corners“ or é¢ontracs 
tions of the currency. There is not a political 
economist in England’ who regards this use 
of legal-tender paper part of its fiat money, 
the convertibility of Which may be suspend 


ed, as Mr. Atkinson does, He attributes 
fluctuations in the value of currency to the

It 
is gate to say that advancement in music- 
al matters in this Country has been acceler- 
ated more by the influence of the Germans 
than by any other single circumstance, They 
haye brought with. them to their new homes 
the love and the knowledge of music which 
are characteristic of their native land. They 
haye associated music here with their domes- 


tio enjoyments and public amusements as 


they were in the habit of doing in their Va- 
terland. They have furnished the largest 
part of the material for our bands and 
orchestras. They have organized their sing- 


ing societies and neid their singing festivals 


as they would have doné had they remained 
in Germany, and they have thus djssemi- 
nated within the past twenty-five or thirty 
years a more general taste, appreciation, and 
discrimination in m | matters than would 
‘ice that time without 
The s they have made 
in their festivals is American in character. 
The Sängertfest held in this city thirteen 


years ago brought together 1,200 singers; the 


present Festival has united societies which’ 


number 2,248 members. That is about the 
same ratio of progress which Chicago has 
made as a city; and the Siingerbund could not 
be more complimented by any other com- 
parison, 

But the musical nie and the enthesiosn 
of the Germans have done more thas alithis. 

Their example bas promoted emulation 
among the Aniericans. The musical so- 
cieties all over the country. like the Apollo 
and Beethoven Societies of this city, owe 
their origin te the influence of the Germans, 
The general festivals, such as Thomas has 
given in Cincinnati and Damrosch in New 
York, together with those outiined. for the 
future on a grander scale, are the outgrowth 
of German example, The time will proba- 
bly come, and perhaps Is not very far dis- 
tant, when. the distinctive. German traits 
| shall disappear trom the large musical festi- 
vais of the country lu the same way the Ger- 
mans politically are traasformed into Amer- 
icans. The Germans will unite in music as 
in business and other affairs with the 
Americans, adopting the common language 
of the country, and assimilating the musical 
resources of all lands American singers 
have a prominent place in the Singerfest, 
and Mr. Thomas’ chorus in the Cincinnati 
Festival was made up in large part of 
German voices. The Americans cannot af- 
ford to dispense with the knowledge and 
experience of the Germans in music, and 
need the peculiar quality of the German 
voices to fill out great chora! effects. Neither 
can the Germans afford to ignore the grow- 
ing excellence of the Americay voices and 
the enterprise of American methods. Music 
is a common bond upon which all may unite, 
and the Chicago musical festival of 1882 will 
probably celebrate an‘ailiance in which both 
native Germans and native Americans may 
take equal pride. We thihk Mr. Louis Wahl, 
the President of this year’s, Sangerfest, had 
something of this kind in his mind when he 
ineorporated the tollowing paragraph in his 
welcoming speech: 


It is the desire and intention’ of the Sanger- 
bund to reach a higher artistic excellence than 
bas berétofore been attained, to pay more re- 
gard to the esthetic than the social principle, 
and thus, if possible, to rival the great Festivals 
held * hout Germany and at the Crystal 
Palace. mes 9 then, in order to 
rival hase Festivals, that music-loving people 
must sustain them with their means. 32 
patronage should be geserously ex teuded b 
every one, and we may naw with propriety as 
Americans, as well as Germans, to participate 
in furnishing the-sinews of musical cam- 
pRigns: for have we nat to-day the codperation 
of several distinguished American societies,who 
willsing their 8 in English?

JEWELERS’ RS’ FRAUDS. 


A despread ‘and Ine g Evil—its 
age to Honest Firms—How Pur- 
cMasers Are Cheated in Watch-Cases, 
nino, and Other Gold- Work, 
New York Brventng Post. 

An article on frauds in jewelry lately pub 
lished in the Evening Post hav 
considerable attention, a gentleman thor- 
oughly familiar with the trade was applied 
to yesterday for niger Pee information on 
the subject. He said the frauds in 
watch-case making, caused by excessive com- 
petition, had now become so general that 
prices had been cut “ to an extent extreme- 
ly damaging to all honest manufacturers.

THE IRON MARKET. 


Ups and Downs in Prices—Importations 
from Eagland ia Spite of High Du- 
tles. 

A recent failure or two in the metal trade, in- 
duced by unfortunate operations im iron, sug- 
gests ao examination of the course of that metal 
during the past few years since the boom be- 
gan. From $17 per ton at the beginning of 1879 
the price of American pig advanced yto $21 by 
the middle of August, to $27. in September, $31 
early in October, . $35 to $38 early in January, 
1880, and about $40 by the middie of February. 
Durlng thirty-six years just preceding the War 
there is no record of any ptice quite so low as 
$17, although in the summer of 1852 and 18653 it 
was $19. After Febryary, 1880, the market 
weakened and dropped, $7 to $W in the three 
weeks ending April 10. About May 1it was $26 
to $31; June 1, $22 to $23; July 1, $23 to $27; Aug. 
1, $27 to $23; through the rest of 1880 the price 
varied bet ween $24.50 and $29, closing at ubout 
$25. since’which date there has been no great 
change. 

Importations of pig-iron were 681,343,334 
pounds in the calendar year 1879, against 145,968,- 
933 in 1878. In the first halt of 1879 the quantity 
was 106,272,444, against 59,053,979 in 1878. Of this 
47,200,000 pounds increase, 26,570,000 was in the 
second quarter. The second balf of 1879 brought 
575,071,308), against 80.800 61 in 1878. The rope 
tations for October) im that year— 120, 150, 000 
pounds, or 53,640 tons—were nearly ual 
to the importations for thefiscal year 187-8 
55,000 tous, but November ran up to 198.2 
805,000 pounds, and De®ember added 147,911,000. 
The largest importations in any previous year 
| for a, quarter century were just about equaled 
by those of the last five months of 1879. 

in the first quarter of 1880 465,000,000 pounds 
were shipped hither from Great Britain, ugulnst 
19,580,000 in 187; some of this did not arrive in 
time to de ineluged in the first quarter's returns, 
but helped swell those of the nd quarter. 
The production of Great Britain for year 
was 5.624. 310.000 pounds, showing an increase of 
1,633, 378,000 as compared.with 1579: the exports 
to this country were 1,370,909,000, so that the 


„United States took about 25 per cent of the total 


British production, and t per cent of the in- 
fury producdon over 1879. The production 

in this country for 1879 was 6.141.750. 000 pounds, 
much the largest ever known; that for 1880 we 
bave not 9 reported, but it has been esti- 
mated ut 7. 30.000.000. 

Under the sudden stimulus of demand, a wild 
scrainble set in not only to produce, but to im- 
port; drag-nets were cast out all over the world, 
and iron rushed hither as if borne on wings of 
the winds instead of being solid as ballast; ail 
the old rails even tat could be reached were 
secured, and not only that, but even iron ore 
was imported. In September, 187¥, it was said 
that a Western railroad had tri in vain to 
piuce an order for 5,000 tons Of . Bessemer steel- 
rails, and that the Government could hardly get 
any iron-making concern to reply to a circular- 
letter calling for pro s to furnish a large 
quantity, for publie buildings. During some of 
the must active mnonths Of tbe boom the notion 
of an indefinit 9 we oro in prices seemed to 
have taken hold of the majority, and sugges- 
tions of a set-back were derided. The market 
seeined insatiable, but itbecame satiated, as it 
had become before. Now, after a struggie, 
about one-tenth of the furnace-stacks in the 
country “have biown out. not because there is 
any general dullness in the use of iron. but de- 
cause English iron is still coming, and there is 
just about enough coming now to make too 
much, in addition to the product of American 
furnaces, and 80 to keep prices down all 
around.”
